TABLE SERflKQ SIMPLIFIED. 


A Droll Invention of an ' Oakland 


G«niuA* 


Yesterday we: were shown the model 


of a new fancied dumb-waiter, which we 
think must have been suggested by the 
machinery of the Marionettes while ex- 
hibiting in Oakland. A man named 
Ellis Smith, residing on Third street, is 
the author of the new invention, which 
is intended to do away to a great extent 
with servants around tables at meal 
times. As far as yet devised, the ma- 
chine is only expected to serve a table 
occupied by a large family, or where 
ouly eight to ten persons altogether are 
engaged in the essential act of feeding. 


The invention consists of a movable 


railway, as it were, acting within a cir- 
cle inside of the plates that are to bo 
served. It will suffice for an oblong 
table as well as for a round one, and is 
operated by the person who sits at the 


head," or in other words, the one who 


does the carving. 
This individual is 


enabled by means of his or her feet un- 
der the table, after the manner of work- 
ing the treadle of a sewing'machine, to 
send a plate of hash, so to speak, sail- 
ing round at lightning speed to tlie spot 
of destination, followed tip with the 
condiments, cutlery, etc. necessary to 
the thorough enjoyment of the meal. 
The advantages of some such tui im- 
provement are apparent and manifold. 
Beside the delays and confusion conse- 
quent upon the prevailing custom, acci- 
dents, such as spilling soup over the 
shoulders of those seated around the 
table, will be avoided. 


Mr. Smith has not got his invention 


patented yet, but intends to apply soon 
to the powers that be for security in his 
property righis. Any one who succeeds 
in annihilating stupid and slovenly wait- 
ers at table, "deserves the special thanks 
of the nation and the world. His inven- 
tion concentrates the responsibility of 
waiting ou a large table, upon one per- 
son comparatively, instead of half a 
dozen or more. Tho principle is one 
that will bear elaborating, and is deserv- 
ing of si more extended notice.
